LIVING COST HiTS 
NEW HIGH IN APRIL, 
8TH MONTH IN ROW 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP) 
—The Government reported to- 
day that living costs rose to 
another new record level in 
April for the eighth straight 
month: A sharp rise in food 
prices was a major factor. 

The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics said its index increased 
from March to April by three- 
tenths of one per cent. This 
was enough to give automatic 
pay boosts of 2 cents an hour 
to 1,400,000 workers in the auto- 
mobile, electrical and farm 
equipment manufacturing indus- 
tries. 

Wage. rates of these workers 
are partly geared by union 
contracts to changes in the Gov- 
ernment living cost index. 

In addition to the rise in food 
costs, prices of most other ma- 
jor groups of consumer goods 
and services rose in April. 
Clothing was the only major 
group showing a decline for the 
month. 

Food alone rose one-half of 
one per cent, with meats, fresh 
fruits and vegetables all show- 
ing increases. 

The over-all living cost index 
rose to 119.3 per cent of the 
1947-49 average. This is 3.8 per 
cent higher than April 1956. 
The new living cost level means 
that it now costs about $1.20 
to buy what could be bought

dart Jr. announced today. 

Stoddart and his former 
assistant, Robert Oxtoby, pre- 
sented the Government’s legal 
opinion of the case to the grand 
jury which was recalled for the 
purpose. The grand jurors had 
completed the investigative 
phase of the inquiry last 
January. 

The prosecutor explained to 
reporters after the brief grand 
jury session that both his staff 
and the Department of Justice's 
criminal division felt one im- 
portant link in the chain of evi- 
dence needed to establish any 
Union Electric guilt under the 
Public Utility Holding Co. Act 
was missing. 

Candidacy Not Established. 

“We were not able to estab- 
lish legally that former State 
Auditor Orville E. Hodge, re- 
cipient of Union Electric’s $35,- 
000 lobbying fee payment, was 
a candidate for public office 
when the fee was paid,” Stod- 
dart said. “It was rumored he 
was a candidate for governor, 
but this has not been firmly es- 
tablished.” ; 

The $35,000 was paid by Un- 
ion Electric in four checks. in 
the spring and summer of 1955. 
The checks were made out to 
J. Roy Browning, Chicago attor- 
ney and Hodge associate, but 
wound up in a secret “brown 
envelope” account kept for 
Hodge at the Southmoor Bank 
and Trust Co., Chicago. 
Browning was hired, accord- 
ing to Union Electric Co. offi- 
cials, to lobby for a bill in the 
Illinois Legislature. The meas-

ST. LOUISAN DENIES

MANILA, May 24—Vincent 
Palmer of St. Louis, deep sea 
diver and lecturer on marine 
life, said reports that he discov- 
ered $50,000,000 in gold bullion 
in a sunken Japanese hospital 
ship off Bongao Island in the 
Southern Philippines were 
fantastically incorrect.” 


Earlier reports from Mr. and 
Mrs. Palmer’s expedition said 
the treasure was American and 
British property seized by the 
Japanese in Singapore early in 
World War II. Palmer, who 
lives at 3693 Lindell boulevard, 
said he found three _ coral- 
incrusted objects that looked 
like “mooring blocks.” 

“They appeared to be made 
of concrete,” he said, “and 
when I hammered a chisel into 
one of them, pieces of what ap- 
peared to be concrete broke 
off. Pirates who buried treas- 
ure in the Florida Keys often 
disguised their treasure chests 
with solid exteriors of ‘blood 
concrete.“ 

The Japanese government 
has claimed the treasure, if one 
has been found.

were dropped. 

He said he would go into 
the private practice of law in 
Washington and would open an 
office here July 1, after taking 
a vacation. 

A Justice Department spokes- 
man said Slack's resignation, 
submitted May 15, had been 
accepted. The resignation is 
effective June 14. 

Letter of Resignation. 

In a letter to Assistant At- 
torney General Charles K. Rice, 
in charge of the tax division, 
Slack said: 

“Now that my name has been 
cleared by my reinstatement to 
duty and the dismissal of the 
charges against me, I must con- 
sider problems of personal fi- 
nance. I have decided to enter 
private practice and leave the 
service of the government to 
which I have devoted 28 years.” 

Slack expressed his gratitude 
to Rice “for the deep sense of 
fairness and strength of pur- 
pose in you which led to my 
vindication.” He told the Post- 
Dispatch he was leaving with 
no bitterness and with a “kind 
feeling” toward the Justice De- 
partment. 

Slack originally was accused 
of testifying falsely before a 
federal grand jury and a con- 
gressional committee in the in- 
vestigation of income tax irreg- 
ularities in the Truman admin- 
istration. At the time of his 
reinstatement, the Justice De- 
partment said it had made “an 
exhaustive review of the record 
in Mr. Slack’s case” and that 
this “had resulted in a deter- 
mination absolving Mr. Slack 
from these charges of false tes- 
timony.” 

Main Issue In Case. 

The principal issue involving 
Slack was whether he went to 
St. Louis in 1951 to draft a 
“whitewash” report regarding 
tax fixing in the St. Louis of- 
fice of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, then headed by James 
P. Finnegan, who later went to 
prison for misconduct in office. 

The day after Slack’s suspen- 
sion he was named as a co- 
conspirator, but not as a de- 
fendant, in an indictment 
charging Matthew J. Connelly 
and T. Lamar Caudle, former 
Truman Administration offi- 
cials, with conspiring to de- 
fraud the Government. Con- 
nelly and Caudle are on bond 
pending an appeal from two- 
year prison sentences ahd $2500 
fines each, imposed as a result 
of their conviction in United 
States district court in St. 
Louis.

The sight of blood flowing 
from a stab wound inflicted by 
Fred F. Melville, ex-convict, in 
an attempted holdup so affected 
Melville that he surrendered to 


police early today, he told offi- 


he told the Post- 


cers. 

Until Melville telephoned po- 
lice headquarters at 2 a.m., po- 
lice had no clues as to the iden- 
tity of any of the three men 
who tried to rob Leo Wolfin- 
barga, Black & White taxicab 
driver, at 9 o'clock last night 


on Chouteau avenue, near 
Broadway. 
Wolfinbarga, suspecting he 


was to be held up, stopped his 
cab and tried to jump out, but 
one of the men grabbed his 
hair, pulled his head back and 
slashed him beneath the right 
eye. He was treated at City 
Hospital and released. 

Explaining what prompted 
the decision to give himself up, 
Melville told police he was 
shaken by the sight of blood 
from Wolfinbarga's wound — a 
scene he could not get out of 
his mind. 

Shooting at persons with a 
pistol never affected him, he 
explained. Melville exchanged 
shots with deputy sheriffs on 
the East Side in a running 
battle in 1948. Two years later 
he wounded a passerby with a 
wild shot in a liquor store hold- 
up in St. Louis. He has served 


prisons. 

Melville told police he and 
his two companions, who have 
not been arrested, decided to 
rob a taxicab driver last.night 
because they needed money and 
wanted a pistol, and they be- 
lieved all cab drivers carried 
pistols. 

Their plan, as described by 
Melville, was to rob a driver, 
kill him and take whatever fire- 
arms he had.

Wells and Springs Full, Low Areas Flood- 
ed, but Deficiency Remains Far Below 
Surface, Geologist Explains.

The severe drouth which has 
gripped Misseuri for five years 
has been broken by this spring's 
heavy rainfall, but the area still 
lacks 21.06 inches of precipita- 
tion to make up the deficiency 
caused by the dry years, Paul 
M. Bernard, St. Louis county 
agricultural agent, and Garrett 
A. Muilenburg, assistant state 
geologist, agreed today. 
Meanwhile, in low-lying areas 
along the Meramec river and 
beside some creeks and lakes 
in the county there were floods. 
The Meramec stage at Valley 
Park dropped 4.8 inches dur- 
ing the night from 23.2 feet 
yesterday to 22.9 feet today at 
8 a.m. 

The.Weather Bureau, which 
has forecast scattered showers 
for late tonight and continuing 
through Sunday, expects the 
Meramec to crest at 27 to 28 
feet tomorrow evening at Val- 
ley Park. Chief of Police 
Louis Brown of Valley Park 
said this would not flood any 
major portion of the com- 
munity, nor halt traffic on the 
main thoroughfares. 

“For the time being at least,” 
Muilenburg said, “the drouth 
is over. Supplies of surface 
water are way up; shallow farm 
wells and ponds are brimful; all 
springs, which were very low 
or dry last summer are running 
at full capacity.” 

Shallow sub-surface water 
supplies, in the form of streams 
running underground at a depth 
of not more than 100 feet, have 
been replenished by the spring 
rains this year. But the rain 
had no effect on underground 
supplies at depths of more than 
00 feet, he said. Many com- 
munities in the state, such as 
olla, get their water supply 
from deep sub-surface rivers or 
wells. 

“It will take 75 years for this 
spring's rains to seep down to 
the deep sub-surface water sup- 
plies,” Muilenburg said. 

“If we get more rain this 
season, it will mean nothing, 
because the ground is saturated 
and the new precipitation will 
merely run off,” he said. “The 
ground cannot hold any more.” 

Bernard reported little likeli- 
hood of drouth damage to farm 
crops this year, although it 
could happen late in the sum- 
mer.“ 

Farmers should have one of 
their best seasons ever.“ he 
said. We should not see any 
of the hay shortages that 
plagued Missouri during the 
drouth years.” 

The deficiency of subsoil 
moisture probably will not 
affect farm production this 
year, he added Top soil, which 
is in a “good soaked condi- 
tion” to a depth of about seven 
inches, is fine for growing, but 
is a little too wet for farmers 
to work at the moment, he 
added.

wheat, oats and hay, he said. 
But the soggy condition of the 
ground is keeping some farm- 
ers from harvesting hay. A de 
layed harvest could reduce the 
quality of the product. 


Planting of corn and soy 
beans has been delayed by the 
wetness of the ground.

FUTURE RIGHTS 
FOR PLAZA AREA 


Limited Authority Is 
Given for Erection of 
Commercial Build- 
ings, if Desirable. 


Redevelopers of the Plaza 
area will have the right to erect 
commercial buildings in the 
block bounded by Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, Pine and Olive streets 
should this prove desirable in 
future years, the City Plan 
Commission agreed last night. 

Alternative future use for 
land in this block was requested 
by the Urban Redevelopment 
Corp. of St. Louis, which has 
bid $920,000 for six and one 
half acres of cleared ground 
and plans to put up 1087 apart- 
ments. In approving the request, 
the Plan Commission attached 
the condition that any commer- 
cial structure taller than two 


| stories must be approved by the 


commission. 

The redevelopment corpora- 
tion has no definite plans for 
commercial structures, it is un- 
derstood. But in view of the 
fact that it will be bound by 
restrictions on land reuse for 
25 years, it feels that it should 
have the means of protecting its 
investment by the right to erect 
stores or even an office build- 
ing should this be warranted by 
commercial development in the 
surrounding neighborhood. 

At least half of the block in- 
volved must be kept clear of 


| buildings. This is the block in 


which the Ford Apartments 
building is located. 

The redevelopment plan calls 
for six apartment buildings 13 
to 15 stories tall and parking 
facilities to accommodate all the 
tenants in underground garages 
and surface lots.

The United States has poured 
billions of dollars into military 
and economic aid for the Na- 
tionalist government of Chiang 
Kai-shek and the United States 
has declared defense of the 
island to be a responsibility of 
the United States. 

Reynolds shot the intruder, 
Liu Chi-jan, twice with a .22- 
caliber pistol. The resulting 
strong feelings among the Chi- 
nese population caused the 
United States Army to open 
Reynolds's court-martial to the 
press and public. 

When the verdict of acquittal 
was announced yesterday, there 
was an immediate angry anti- 
American reaction. The govern- 
ment filed a protest and de- 
manded a retrial. Chinese 
cursed Americans in the streets. 

This morning Liu’s wife ap- 
peared before the Amefican 
Embassy to begin a “hunger 
strike.” She carried signs in 
Chinese and English saying: 
“The killer Reynolds is inno- 
cent? Protest aaginst the United 
States court-martial as an un- 
fa and unjust decision.” 

Her actions inflamed a crowd 
oft about 400. They began 
throwing stones and smashing 
the Embassy's windows. Hun- 
dreds of other Chinese rushed 
to the scene, swelling the mob 
into the thousands. Truckloads 
of police and firemen arrived, 
but made no attempt to stop 
the trouble. 

Demonstrators attacked 
American news correspondents 
watching the rioting.

“But I must make this clear,” 
he said, “we will not play poli- 
tics with our people and blithe- 
ly’ promise them a tax cut at 
the expenses of our national se- 
curity. We will not return to 
deficit financing. We will not 
stop payments on the national 
debt.“ 


The President again called on 
Congress to permit him to veto 
specific items in appropriation 
bills instead of just having au- 
thority to veto the entire meas- 


ure. 

“This power — now held by 
the governors of many states— 
would let the President cut out 
of appropriation bills some ex- 
pensive and unnecessary proj- 
ects,” he said. “If the item veto 
existed right now, I could easily 
do some serious cost cutting.” 

Mr. Eisenhower continued his 
defense of next year’s federal 
budget in his talk. 

“Recently there has been a 
lot of misinformation making 
the rounds—much of it about 
the budget,” he said. “Now, 
people are rapidly separating 
truth from fiction on this mat- 
ter.” 

Cites World Tensions. 

Noting that 62 per cent of 
the budget is for national se- 
curity programs, he said “only 
as we can reduce the tensions 
of this world can we achieve 
those great savings in expendi- 
tures which we need and want.” 

“We are spending money, lots 
of it,” he said. “But let me re- 
mind you, we are not spending 
the lives of our young men or 
using our productive ability to 
destroy a whole civilization.” 

He put in plugs for his school 
aid and foreign aid programs. 
Federal aid to states and com- 
munities for classroom con- 


way “we shall catch up with 
our national defiet.“ 

“Through our mutual securi- 
ty programs we are strength- 
ening ourselves as we strength- 
en the cause of freedom in the 
world,” he said. “We are work- 
ing with all free people against 
despotic Communism which 
seeks to dominate all nations 
and all peoples.” 

Mr. Eisenhower called on the 
Republican leaders to elect a 
G.O.P. Congress next year be- 
cause “when the executive and 
legislative branches are under 
different’ party control...

o Republican Congressmen 
attending the conference fa- 
vored a sharp slash in the 
budget. 

Senator Andrew Schoeppel of 
Kansas and Representative Rich- 
ard M. Simpson of Pennsylvania 
said reducing the budget would 
help win important 1958 elec- 
tions. 

Schoeppel favored a three-bil- 
lion-dollar cut. Simpson said he 
wanted a total budget reduc- 
tion “in excess of four billion 
dollars.“

Stassen took the same posi- 
tion before the committee. 
Dulles gave three reasons why 
he believed there was more 
hope in the disarmament talks 
this time than at any point in 
the past 10 years. They were: 
1. Both Russia and the United 
States are gravely concerned 
over the prospect that in the 
near future a fourth country 
will be able to make nuclear 
weapons, Then before too long 
it will be 15 or 16 countries 
and the chances for any effec- 
tive control system will have 
been reduced to the vanishing 
point. 

2. Both sides are concerned 
over further testing of large 
nuclear weapons. This fact was 
originally included in a state- 
ment put out by the Senate 
committee following the hear- 
ing with Dulles and Stassen. 
But in view of the domestic 
political implications—Adlai E. 
Stevenson made opposition to 
further nuclear tests a major 
part of his campaign last fall— 


it was later dropped. 


3. The ever increasing burden 
of the cost of modern weapons 
such as missiles with nuclear 
warheads. 

“If it is difficult for us to 
pay this cost you can imagine 
how much more difficult it is 
for the Russians to carry this 
burden,” Dulles told the Sena- 
tors. 

First-Step Cutback. 

The “first slice” agreement, 
which, if it can be reached, 
will come only through months 
of patient negotiation, will 
mean that Russia and the Unit- 
ed States under an inspection 
system will cut back the num- 
= of their planes, tanks, mis- 
siles 
those with a capability of de- 
livering nuclear warheads. This 
would not cover actual nuclear 
weapons, since a further in- 
spection system is considered 
essential for the latter. 


Dulles in his testimony un- 
derworte what the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee had heard 
earlier from Charles E. Bohlen, 
recently retired as Ambassador 
to Moscow and now Ambassa- 
dor to the Philippines. Bohlen 
told the committee that only 
recently had the members of 
the Soviet presidium— Russia's 
collective dictatorship—had im- 
pressed on them the totality of 
destruction from a nuclear war. 


This resulted from the re- 
port of a commission headed 
by Marshal Georgi Zhukov, 
wartime leader and friend of 
President Eisenhower, who had 
been instructed to cover the 
whole field regardless of pre- 
vious Communist ideological 
positions on nuclear war. 


Since Stalin’s death, it has 
been a point of public dispute 
in the Kremlin whether nu- 
clear war would destroy only 
the “capitalist” countries or 
whether it would be all inclu- 
sive. Thukov, according to 
Bohlen, came up with the con- 
clusion that the destruction 
would be world-wide and would 
therefore wipe out Russia's vast 
industrial development which 
is the chief boast of Commu- 
nism. 

Within U.N. Framework. 

The contemplated first slice” 
agreement would be within the 
framework of the United Na- 
tions and in no sense a bilateral 
agreement between Moscow 
and Washington. The United 
Nations disarmament subcom- 
mittee is made up of represent- 
atives of the United States, Rus- 
sia, Britain, Canada and France. 
France is believed to be closest 
to the “fourth countrv” status 
—that is to developing weapons 
along with the United States, 
Russia and Britain. 

The “fourth power” fear en- 
visages the time when atomic 
material would become so prev- 
alent that even tiny nations 
could produce bombs and—if 
totally uncontrolled — could 
recklessly threaten others with 
extinction. : 

Any disarmament agreement 
signed as a result of the London | 
talks could later be adhered to 
by other nations which would 
agree to forego the develop- 
ment of atomic weapons. This 
would not take in Communist 
China, since the United States 
remains firm in its non-recogni- 
tion policy of Red China. 

An extension of disarmament 
beyond the “first slice” would 
depend on a better political cli-

TAX ADVISER SENT 
TO PRSOM FOR YEA 


Mrs. Gloria K. Neeley, a book- 
| keeper and notary public who 
made 827 income tax returns in 
1954 for other persons but neg- 
lected to make one out for her- 
self, was sentenced to a year 
in Federal prison today by 
United States District Judge 
Randolph H. Weber. 

Mrs. Neeley, 5707 McPherson 
avenue, who entered a plea of 
guilty of failing to file an in- 
come tax return for 1954, 
seemed extremely nervous when 
she appeared before Judge 
Weber. 

Noticing this, the judge asked 
her to sit down in the specta- 
| tors’ benches for a while until 
she could compose herself. 

She was seated for about an 
hour and a half, when Judge 
Weber called her to the bench. 
When he pronounced sentence, 
she said, There's no reason for 
that.” 

“I won't say you're intoxi- 
cated,” said Judge Weber, “but 
you are under the influence of 
liquor and you'll have to serve 
some time.” 5 

He then repeated the sen- 
tence, which is the maximum 
for the charge.

HE RIOTS IN TAIPEI, Formosa, brought to the surface the 

latent and long-term anti-foreign and anti-American feelings 

of the Chinese. “Foreign devils” or “white devils,” or “white 
barbarians,” they call us. 

The situation should bring about a long overdue re-examina- 
tion of the United States policy toward the Nationalist govern- 
ment of Formosa. 

The United States is spending 
about half a billion dollars an- 
nually in military and econom- 
je aid on Formosa. The military 
aid supports a force possibly 
twice as large as is needed for 
the defense of Formosa and the 
economic aid has given the For- 
mosan Chinese a far higher 
standard of living than on the 
Chinese mainland. 

The reasons for the overly 
generous help given the Na- 
tionalists are both political and 
practical. Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek is a long-time ally of 
the United States and we are 
obligated to help defend For- 
mosa by a mutual defense 


‘Fiction of Return. 

But we have gone beyond 
this obligation in supporting 
armed forces that permit 
Chiang Kai-shek to maintain 
the fiction that he is ultimate 
going back to the mainl 


These amount to 24 divisions ; 


as well as marines, air forces 
and a small navy. 

‘Another practical reason’ is 
the military idéa that—as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. told the Con- 
gress when he asked for a free 
hand to use our armed forces 
in its defense—the loss of For- 
mosa “would create a breach 
in thé island chain of the west- 
ern Pacific that constitutes, for 
the United States and other 
free nations, 
backbone of their 
structure in the Pacific.” 

There is no complete military 
agreement on the value of For- 
mosa, especially with the pros- 
pect ‘that Red China may now 
or soon have atomic weapons. 
The pre-World War II theory 
that bases on an island consti- | 
tuted an unsinkable aircraft 
carrier was disproved by our 
capture of: all the Japanese 
island b&se# in the Pacific in 
the last war. 

If atomic weapons are used 
against Formosa, or Okinawa, 
these would become untenable 
in war unless air defenses of 
great magnitude were added to 
the present defense forces. 
Okinawa has already been given 
up as a Strategic Air Command 
bomber base in view of this 
danger. 

Formosans Are Content. 

While the 2,000,000 mainland 
Chinese on Formosa pine to 
escape the “living death” of 
banishment on the island, the 
8,000,000 native Formosans have 
no such longing. Quite the con- 
trary, their major interest is to 
remain on Formosa, not to as- 
sist Chiang Kai-shek in a main- 
land adventure. 

This split of objectives be- 
tween the mainland Chinese 
and the Formosans is becoming 
increasingly important as more 
and more Formosans are being 
drafted into the armed forces. 
These now are about half For- 
mosan and ultimately will be 
all Formasan as the mainland 
Chinese become too old for 
military service. 

Another cause for re-exam- 
mation of our policy toward 
Formosa is the uncertain loy- 
alty of the mainland Chinese. 
Probably a majority of these 
would welcome the Reds to take

Formosa if they could be as- 
sured that vengeance would not 
be wréaked on them. At present 
they are held in check by 
Chiang Kai-shek and the effi- 
cient secret police operated on 
the Russian style by his eldest 
son Chiang Ching-kuo. 

Not Trusted by Americans. 

The latter is not trusted by 
many Americans on Formosa 
and they fear he will take For- 
mosa over to the Reds when 
his aging father must step 
down, or dies. 

Red propaganda beamed to 
Formosa, once filled with 
threats of invasion, is now filled 
with promises of amnesty to de- 
serters and to all mainland Chi- 
nese.

Advisory Group Increased. 

The United States has in-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Both houses of the Missouri Leg- 
islature have made drastic cuts in 
budget appropriations for the state 
mental hospitals. 

These cuts are so heavy, partic- 
ularly in the personal services cate- 
gory, that the effect on patient care 
will be to set our mental hospitals 
back in the dark ages. The dark 
ages in this field are only a very 
few years back. 

During the last two to three years, 
Missouri's program for care of the 
mentally ill has made great strides 
forward. Our mental hospitals are 
well on the way to becoming rehabil- 
jtation centers Which can return 
Rr unfortunate people to useful 
ives in their communities. 

-If these budget cuts are allowed 
to stand, our mental hospitals will 
have to reduce their staffs so dras- 
titally that personnel will not be 
available to further this rehabilita- 
tion program. 

“These hospitals will necessarily 
révert to mere places of detention, 
‘where the mentally ill must live 
like animals in a zoo, where many 
‘are chained to their beds, where 
they are kept in bare cubicles to 
keep them from harming them- 
selves, and where sanitary care con- 
Kists of hosing them down once 


a day. 

At State Hospital No. 1 here at 
Fulton we in the community have 
been able to see the great advances 
in the procurement of highly qual- 
Nied and well-trained professional 
people who are capable of carrying 
‘out a program of rehabilitation. This 
has been done only very recently.

The Atom Treaty Gains 


Prospects for Senate ratification of the atoms- 
for-peace treaty have improved considerably 
during the hearings before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

It would be absurd, of course, for the United 
States to refuse to ratify a treaty which it was 
first to sponsor. It would be particularly em- 
barrassing for President Eisenhower, who sug- 
gested a United Nations agency to develop 
peaceful uses of the atom in his famous 1953 
address. Russian propaganda broadcasts already 
are accusing the United States of “shilly-shally- 
ing” on its own proposals for peace, 


Yet just a week ago it appeared that the Sen- 
ate might indeed refuse to ratify the treaty. 
Republican Leader Knowland and Senators 
Bricker, Dworshak and Hickeglooper had ex- 
pressed resistance. So had some Democrats, in- 
cluding Senator Anderson of New Mexico. 


But witness how the situation has altered. 
Senator Anderson now says he is in favor of 
the treaty. Democratic Leader Johnson of Texas 
calls it a “sound proposal,” Other Senators be- 
lieve the tide has changed. For this they give 
credit to the detailed and informative state- 
ments of Administration spokesmen in Foreign 
Relations Committee hearings. 

Secretary Dulles appeared first and appealed 
for co-operation with 80 other nations. He said 
the treaty would help “reduce international 
tension.” A series of expert witnesses followed, 
reassuring Senators that the United States 
would not be giving away any vital secrets. 


The Administration's argument for aiding 
other nations to use the miracles of atomic sei- 
ence is logical and forceful, and should prove 
compelling to the Senate. It is also a healthy 
token of positive thinking in the executive 
branch. For it should be noted that the Admin- 
istration has not gone to bat for any other major 
U.N. treaties, even where the United States 
helped to initiate them. 

This was true of the 1948 genocide treaty. 
Washington promoted that convention against 
Russian objections, but it turned out that Rus- 
sia and two-score other nations ratified this 
pact against the mass murder of races and peo- 
ples, and the United States did not even try. 
Similarly, 39 nations have signed and 23 have 
ratified the 1952 U.N. convention to guarantee 
women equal political rights with men, but this 
country has done neither. And Secretary Dulles 
opposed the U.N. convention on human rights 
even before it was drafted. 

The atoms-for-peace treaty, however, was this 
Administration's idea, and a great idea. For 
the first time the President and State Depart- 
ment are standing firmly against those elements 
of Congress who fear treaties in general and 
U.N. conventions in particular. Strong execu- 
tive leadership should prove that the new isola- 
tionists are a minority, and speak for a minority. 
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Unhistoric Site 

The Illinois Highway Division is going to pro- 
vide a roadside picnic spot at the grave of Tip 
Top Notcher, which is marked with a small 
stone monument.

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Opportunity for the Handicapped 

One of St. Louis county's most distressing 
educational deficiencies, the general lack of fa- 
cilities for children with special handicaps, may 
be remedied in the not too distant future. The 
Missouri Legislature has approved a bill per- 
mitting county voters to create a single, county- 
wide school district for training mentally and 
physically handicapped youngsters. 

Undoubtedly Gov. Blair will sign the measure. 
After that it will be up te county residents at 
the polls to set up the district, which would be 
empowered to levy a tax of up to 10 cents. This 
would produce slightly legs than $1,000,000 an- 
nually for schooling the 2000 youngsters in the 
county who are blind, deaf, hard of hearing, 
crippled or mentally retarded. 

This arrangement would have two distinct 
advantages. First, it is the most efficient meth- 
od of providing schooling for these children. 
Second, it equalizes educational opportunities 
regardless of residence. Parents will hope coun- 
ty authorities move quickly to take advantage 
of the legislative grant. 
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Mr. Wilson Defends His Budget 


With nuclear weapons and conventional weap- 
ons harnessed in the same team, the United 
States at present is in the position of being 
able te decide just how and to what extent it 
will retaliate in case an aggressor attacks its 
interests, And it also is in good posjtion for 
bargaining on disarmament proposals. But the 
versatility it possesses is expensive. 

President Eisenhower warned in one of his 
recent TV addresses that any substantial cuts 
in his proposed defense budget would mean a 
“fearful gamble with the security of the na- 
tion.” Yet at a news conference the next day 
he did say that “considerable savings” would 
result “if we could get rid of prejudices and un- 
necessary duplications in the three armed serv- 
ices.” Nobody should want to gamble with the 
security of the nation and at the same time ev- 
erybody should want to rid the services of costly 
prejudices. and unnecessary duplications. 

The House Appropriations Committee has cut 
$2,587,000,000 off the proposed $38 billion budget 
and Secretary of Defense Wilson, flanked by 
his secretaries and service chiefs, tells the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee that unless at 
least half that amount is restored the nation’s 
defense efforts will suffer seriously. 

Secretary Wilson wisely points out that this 
would be a poor time to take away any of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's “cards and chips” in disarma- 
ment negotiations with Soviet Russia. But the 
question that the taxpayer wants answered re- 
mains: Is there still padding, waste or ineffi- 
ciency that should be removed? 

Chairman Mahon of a House military subcom- 
mittee asserts wasteful rivalry among the serv- 
ices has gotten out of hand. Dr. Vannevar Bush, 
scientist and military consultant, declares that 
big savings could be made if the President 
would only “put his house in order at the Pen- 
tagon.“ Ralph J. Cordiner, president of the Gen- 
eral Electric Co., who headed a committee that 
has just finished a long study of service per- 
sonnel problems, insists that, big savings can be 
made by completely readjusting the pay system. 

Secretary Wilson went along with the Cordi- 
ner committee report but the Bureau of the 
Budget rejected it, apparently because it feared 
the savings could not be effected within a rea- 
sonable time. So the old ways and standards 
in personnel apparently are to be continued

The committee also wants to depart in an- 
other serious way from the plan approved by 
the Illinois and the Chicago bar associations.

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An Ad for Georgia 

The latest wave of telf-maiming by inmates 
of Georgia's Rock Quarry state prison has 
elicited a novel response on the part of the state 
corrections administration. Director Jack For- 
rester says mental tests will be given all 150 
inmates of the maximum security institution to 
reveal the cause of the trouble. 

The trouble is that seven prisoners at Rock 
Quarry have broken their own legs with sledge- 
hammers; three others tried and failed. Last 
August when 41 convicts broke their legs in the 
same manner in protest against alleged mistreat- 
ment Mr. Forrester dismissed the whole busi- 
ness as a “frameup” to do away with the prison, 
which is Georgia’s answer to Alcatraz. 

Outbreaks of the sort that seem to be en- 
demic to Rock Quarry may have all sorts of 
causes, among them political domination and 
motivation of management, sub-standard prison 
personnel and lack of professional leadership 
and professional programs. At this distance it 
is difficult to tell which, although Mr. Forres- 
ter’s response to the situation raises questions 
about leadership. 

Human beings do not maim themselves for 
the fun of it, and a protest of that ferocity de- 
serves to be taken quite seriously. Penal insti- 
tutions in the Southern states generally have 
long been regarded as among the most back- 
ward in the nation. Evidently Georgia’s Rock 
Quarry, one of the worst of the lot, will con- 
tinue in that category until Georgians them- 
selves demand to know what goes on there in 
their name. 
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Mystery Without a Villain 

The disclosures to date about the White House 
conference on the Idaho Power fast tax write-off 
sound not only unobjectionable but pretty much 
what might have been expected. 

When Gordon Gray took over as ODM direc- 
tor from Arthur 8. Flemming two months ago, 
the Idaho Power application was pending. Noth- 
ing could have been more natural than for Mr. 
Flemming to say to Mr. Gray that since the 
Hell's Canyon issue tied up with the application 
was a hot one, he would better talk with Presi- 
dential Assistant Sherman Adams before decid- 
ing the form of his announcement after he came 
to a decision, whichever way he decided. 

Unfortunately, the President's staff seems to 
have the unhappy knack of going about ordinary 
matters with a secrecy and general air of con- 
spiracy which suggest that they are plotting 
some deed of very dark dye. If they have been 
guilty of anything beyond heavy-handed inepti- 
tude in the present case, it has not yet appeared 
in the chronicle. 

Meanwhile, some pretty extreme criticisms 
are being voiced, of which the most extreme, it 
seems to us, comes from Senator Morse of Ore- 
gon. Wayne Morse is in our opinion one of the 
most valuable members of the United States 
Senate. But Oregon’s senior Senator over- 
stepped the bounds when he likened the Presi- 
dent's role in the Idaho Power tax case to that 
of Dave Beck in the Teamster’s Union. 

Mr. Beck's honesty is in serious question. 
President Eisenhower's honesty is beyond ques- 
tion. Senator Morse’s remark did violence to 
that essential fact and to the respect all of us 
owe our President, even when we disagree most 
violently with his policies. 
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Backward Senate Democrats 

When it comes to human rights legislation, the 
Missouri Senate should catch up with the times 
and the state it represents. 

Missouri is proud of its record in one field 
of human rights — the integration of public 
schools. It is ready for progress in other fields, 
and so Gov. Blair proposed a human rights com- 
mission, with power to hold public hearings on 
charges of racial or religious discrimination. 
The House finally passed this proposal on the 
third try. 

Now a Senate committee has struck from the 
bill the commission's power to hold public hear- 
ings, on grounds that hearings might be “inqui- 
sitorial,” which is absurd. And the Senate 
Democratic leadership has forced what is left of 
the measure to the foot of the calendar, with 
adjournment a week away. N

The longer Secretary of State Dulles 
talks about his refusal to permit Amer- 
ican reporters to go to China, the more 
absurd his position becomes. 

When this argument started, Dulles 
indicated reluctance to let American 
newsmen go to the Communist country 
because this government could not guar- 
antee their safety. As an argument it 
was weak (this government can’t guar- 
antee anybody’s safety anywhere), but. 
at least it had the virtue of being true. 

Then Dulles got the idea that if this 
country were to allow reporters to look 
at what was going on in China, we 
would be paying some kind of black- 
mail to the Reds. Still later, he ad- 
vanced the theory that the press is free 
to publish news but not to gather it, 
which leaves the press in the interest- 
ing position of being able to print the 
news but not to find it. 

Finally Dulles came up with another 
beauty. After conceding that his offer 
to let a limited number of American 
newsmen have passports for Red China 
might lack complete logic (“But there 
are some cases where pure logic has to 
give way before a measure of compro- 
mise.”), Dulles suggested it would be 
all right for American news agencies 
to send foreigners as their reporters. 

If it would be all right for an Eng- 
lishman or a Frenchman or a German 
to tell America about Red China, why 
shouldn't Americans? Does Dulles by 
any chance think the French or English 
or Germans are less susceptible to 
Communist propaganda? Does he think 
they are more trustworthy reporters? 
We don't know what Dulles thinks.

The more Secretary of State Dulles 
tries to defend his ban on American 
newspaper men entering Red China the 
more tangled he becomes in his own 
arguments. A few weeks ago he came 
up with the suggestion that a “pool” of 
a few reporters be permitted to 145 to 
China. The American press righ 
jected this doctrine as an intrusion on 
the right of newspapers to cover legiti- 
mate news without governmental re- 
striction and interference. 

At his latest press conference Mr. 
Dulles came up with a new one—the 
idea that the press of the United States 
employ foreigners to gather news for 
them in Red China. And he also threw 
in a new State Department interpreta- 
tion of the First Amendment to the 
Constitution, which is that the doctrine 
of freedom of the press relates only to 
the publication of news, and not to the 
gathering of news. 


What the State Department attitude 
comes down to, plainly and simply, is 
an attempt to turn the American press 
into an instrument of foreign policy. 
This is a drastic departure from the 
American tradition which permits news- 
men to work in danger areas—such as 
war zones—where the general public 
is barred, and countries—such as Soviet 
Russia—which maintain an unfriendly 
attitude. The job of the press is to get 
the story for the people. The job of 
the State Department is diplomacy, Mr. 
Dulles is confusing the two.

By the same token, the American 
press feels an obligation to the public 
to present first hand information from 
American reporters. 

Secretary Dulles has made a gesture 
in the direction of recognizing the 
soundness of the arguments presented 
by the press. He has suggested, but just 
tentatively, a “pool” arrangement. 

Such a compromise ignores the fun- 
damental nature of American news cov- 
erage that is the essence of freedom 
of the press and the reason why Ameri- 
cans are the best informed people in 
the world. They receive a wide variety 
of points of view, interpretations and 
ey ose through the eyes and ears 
of thousands of reporters and editors. 

“Freedom of the press” is just an- 
other way of saying “freedom of the 
public” from government control of 
the public’s thought processes.

Mr. Dulles’s position is that the con- 
stitutional guarantee of freedom of the 
press relates only to publication and 
has nothing to do with the gathering 
of news. This is like an argument that 
the right to vote has nothing to do 
with the freedom to cast ballots. 


In two of the three principal Supreme 
Court decisions he cites, the Secretary 
of State has taken language out of con- 
text and ignored the substance of the 
decisions, In the third he has turned 
a ruling affecting the business opera- 
tions of the press so as to apply it to 
the gathering of news.

Israel Can Be a Bridge 
VOICE OF ISRAEL, by Abbe Eban. (Hori-

On May 26, 1948, 12 days after the 
new state of Israel had been proclaimed, 
Abba Eban told the United Nations 
Security Council: “If the Arab states 
want peace witif Israel, they can have 
it. If they want war, they can have 
that too. But whether they want peace 
or war, they can have it only with the 
state of Israel.” 

That assertion, the conclusion of an 
eloquent two-minute address delivered 
when the armies of five Arab states 
were invading Israel, is the first of 24 
speeches collected in this aptly-titled 
book. Together, they mark the high- 
lights of the turbulent first nine years 
of the Jewish state. 

Eban has been his country’s perma- 
nent representative at the U.N. ever 
since Israel's ad- 
mission in 1949 
and its ambassador 
to Washington since 
1950. He has, in- 
deed, been the 
voice of Israel. 

Of most imme- 
diate interest is the 
most recent ad- 
dress he has in- 
cluded, his speech 
tothe U.N, General 
Assembly last Nov. 
1 justifying Israel's 
invasion of Egypt, 
which had begun 
just three days be- 
fore. It ended with an appeal for “peace 
by agreement, peace without maritime 
blockades in the Gulf (of Aqaba) or in 
the (Suez) canal, peace without fron- 
tier raids or commando incursions, 
peace without constant threats to the 
integrity or independence of any state, 
peace without military alliances di- 
rected against Israel’s independence.” 

An epilogue, entitled “The Tenth 
Summer,” lays heavy emphasis on the 
one concrete achievement that now 
remains after Israel’s withdrawal from 
Egyptian territory out of deference to 
world opinion and American pressure. 
“New vistas open up for Israel with 
international recognition of the right 
of free passage in the Gulf of Aqaba 
and the Straits of Tiran,” says an.

PREPARATION URGED 
TO EASE RETIREMENT 


Medical Panel on Old Age 
Agrees Variety of Inter- 
ests Aid Health. 


Persons who prepare for old 
age when still young have 
fewer problems than those who 
suddenly find that retirement 
from work leaves them with 
nothing to do, a panel of doc- 
tors at a Washington Univer- 
sity Medical School conference 
on the aging agreed today. 

“Unfortunately, it is very dif- 
ficult to get younger persons 
to realize that they should have 
diversified interests and a flex- 
ible outlook on life,” explained 
Dr. John Roberts, rehabilitation 
director of the St. Louis Chron- 
ic Hospital, where the meeting 
was held. 

“Yet it is just these things— 
a variety of interests, an ability 
to accept change and self-reli- 
ance—that are so important in 
keeping older persons healthy,” 
he continued. “A millionaire 
can deteriorate as easily as a 
poor man if he has no interest 
in life.” 

More Centers Urged. 

Dr. Joseph Costello, medical 
director of the hospital and an- 
other panel member, said the 
city very much needs more 
community centers for older 
persons so that thosé who have 
not prepared themselves emo- 
tionally for old age can receive 
help from social workers thera- 
pists, as well as benefit from 
being with people of similar 
interests. Such facilities are 
now inadequate, he said. 


Physicians must stimulate 
older persons and their rela- 
tives to appreciate the value of 
home care for their troubles, 
Dr. Costello declared, because 
home care represents “the most 
feasible solution” to society's 
problem of caring for a large 
number of older people. 

“Institutions.should be used 
primarily by those persons who 
cannot be accommodated in 
crowded homes, by those who 
cannot afford to live by them- 
selves, and by the senile,” he 
said. 

Dr. Ivan N. Mensh, head of 
medical psychology at the Wash- 
ington University Medical 
School, told the conference yes- 
terday that many aged patients 
deny that they are having any 
adjustment difficulties while 
others tend to exaggerate what 
may be only minor difficulties. 

Major Problems. 

Physicians face a major prob- 
lem in working with “these two 
extremes that nothing is wrong 
and that everything is wrong,” 
Mensh said. “It is important to 
consider not only the patient 
but also his family. The physi- 
cian must help the patient and 
his family adjust to whatever 
problems arise through the pa- 
tient’s aging.” 

Physicians do not see patients 
who have adjusted properly to 
aging, Mensh said. “We see the 
ones who don't adjust. Many 
adjust to the problems of aging 
and never see their doctors, but 
‘in those instances in which they 
do come to the physician for 
help, it is his purpose to bring 

e patient and the family to 

cept his changed condition.” 

“As many people get older,” 
Mensh said, “they become 
aware of a change in their be- 
havior. They can tolerate less, 
and they are easily rubbed the 
wrong way. The aging patient 
may have a memory lack or he 
may experience ‘increased ir- 
ritability.” 

He continued: “The doctor 
must evaluate accurately the 
patient’s condition and make 
him and the family understand 
what the facts are. Sometimes 
the difficulties arise when the 
aging person finds he may be 
retired, and he no longer has 
the stimulation of his work. 

“The children are grown and 
out of the home, friends die and 
move away. Thus his circles of 
interest become increasingly 
narrow the older he gets.”

Informed sources said, 
however, such a match would 
be “extremely likely.” 

The blonde, 17-year-old 
princess shares her mother’s 
deep affection for her British 
relatives — particularly Lady 
Patricia Ramsey, aunt of Queen 
Ingrid. A royal match would 
link even closer the two royal 
families. 

Margrethe made her debut 
as a public figure this week 
when Elizabeth and Philip came 
here on a state visit.

“Today when you think of the 
‘colorful’ ball player, only one 
name comes to mind—Ted Wil- 
liams. He is the last of his kind 
and there are no more in sight,” 
Veeck said wistfully. 

The former Indian president 
claimed that the game has gone

“You might say this era was 
ushered in by Joe DiMaggio and 
Bob Feller,” he said. “They 
both came up within three years 
of each other and almost domi- 
nated the American League. 

Joe and Bob Started It. 

“True, they drew millions to 
the ball parks with their ability 
to hit and throw a baseball. But 
it seems the players that fol- 
lowed them took their cue from 
them. Feller and DiMaggio 
rarely showed any emotion, 
Clashes with umpires were few 
and far between, thrown bats 
and gloves were a rarity. 

“I believe the rules makers 
are taking the color out of base- 
ball. This new ruling of a bat- 
ter being fined because he 
throws a bat is like replacing 
an umpire with an el 
eye.” 

Veeck pointed out that club 
owners are not wholly to blame 
for the attendance decline. He 
said other forms of entertain- 
ment have taken their toll also. 
“People are becoming more in- 
terested in participation sports 

and less interested in spectator 
sports,” he explained. 

He admitted that cures for 
the declining attendance fig- 
ures could not be made over- 
night. Veeck also said the de- 
cline has not become large 


enough to be alarming yet, but 


the trend seems to be in that 
direction. : 

“Club owners also have to 
wake up and modernize their 
parks,” he said. They have to 
make it easier for the fan to 
get to the park and when he 
gets there, they have to enter- 
tain him. We did it in Cleve- 
land with good baseball, a few 
clowns and some fireworks.”

We regret exceedingly the inconvenience to 
our customers and to the general public occa- 
sioned by the strike of the Teamster Unions 
at Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Newark, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, San Francisco and sev- 
eral smaller points near some of those cities 
which has made it impossible to render normal 
express service to and from those points since 
April 22, 1957. We are grateful for your con- 
siderate understanding of the situation. 


We would like you to know that historically 
wages and working conditions of Railway Ex- 
press employes have followed those in the rail- 
road industry of which they are a part. The 
railroads and the labor unions representing 
about , 000, 000 employes negotiated a three 
year contract effective November |, 1956 un- 
der the auspices of the National Mediation 
Board. Similar contracts were negotiated by the 
Railroad Express Agency and three labor unions 
representing express employes (about 90% of 
the total) other than those represented by the 
Teamsters. 


The Teamsters refused to accept our offer 
based on those settlements and threatened to 
strike. President Eisenhower appointed an 
Emergency Fact Finding Board which consider- 
ed every phase of the dispute in hearings that 
lasted three weeks. That Board in its report to 
the President of the United States on March 
21, 1957, recommended that the settlement

negotiated for railroad and the other express 
employes be applied to the employes in this 
dispute. 


The settlement proposed for the Teamsters 
consists of a three year contract, effective 
November |, 1956, which includes a wage, 
health and welfare "package" of 29c per hour, 
plus a cost of living escalator clause providing 
for semi-annual adjustment that has already 
produced an additional 3c per hour effective 
May I, 1957. 


The Railway Express Agency accepts in full 
the recommendations of the President's Emer- 
gency Fact Finding Board but the Teamsters 
(International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and Helpers of 
America—Dave Beck, General President) insist 
on more favorable treatment than that ac- 
corded all other express employes. They still 
persist in striking our operations and closing 
them down at the points mentioned. 


It is to be hoped that the Teamsters Unions 
will soon reconsider their position and accept 
the recommendations of the President's Emer- 
gency Board so that our service can be fully 
restored. 


Meanwhile we will handle your shipments to 
and from all other points and solicit your con- 
tinued consideration.
